Fyou thought Star Wore was a thing of the past ... think 
again! Star Wars is coming back bigger and Sethe: thar ever. 
The first of the new Shar Wore preqwels is scheduled for a 
1998 release. George Lucas las started writing the new pre- 
quels, and preliminary work on the films has heque. 

At arecent licensee meeting at Skywalker Ranch, Lucas 
spoke to over #00 rensees about the prequels current status. 

“As of Monday, (three days aga, seems like a libetime now) 
I started weithng the new Star Wars,” Locas said. “In writers 
Uingo, To still doing the outline: I haven't started knocking 
oUt pages yet, but Twill be, before the first of the year. I'm 
working on all three scripts at once. We're going ta shoot all 
three films at once but we intend to release them aver a pe- 
Hod of time and Gnish them slowly. 

“It's very exciting te get back into this. Them are sa many 
new possiblities, bath technically [in the films) and in tered 
of the marketplace, especially in the area of interactive, that 
we've been pursuing. J lot al what we've been doing in the 
last five or six years 18 really preparing for this event. We've 
keen developing technology, and all kinds of things, to be 
able bo take all advantage of the mext release of Ster Wars, 
which we were nat able to de on the flat movie, because the 
first one kind of caught us by surprise.” 

However, before the new prequels even hilt your loral 
movie screen, Lorasfilm nes other emciting projects in the 
works that ane sure ta delight iter Wars fans of all ages. Next 
year will see a major new original Star Wars project released 
from Lucaséilm, tentatively titled Star Wars: Shadows of the Empire. The project. whieh will 
He in several esajor licensees, will be a simultaneous launch via novel, comic book and vices 
game. Bantars will release the Shadows of the Empire novel, Dark Horse will publish the 
comic adaptation, and LucasArts will produce the video game version. Stedfows af the Er 
pire is an original Star Wars story that takes place in the time period between The Empire 
Strikes Back and Return of tie Jedi, 

Nineteen ninety-seven, which is the twentieth anniversary of the original Star Wars re- 
lease, will also be on impartant year. Many exciting new projects are planned, including the 
release to theaters of fhe Star Wars Special Edition in February. The Special Editien contains 
footage cut from the original Star Wars prior bo its release, as well as spectal eects never 
seen before, The new footage will add approximately four mimates to the film. Work has al- 
ready becun, both at [LM and Lucasfilm, an The Sher Wars Special Edition, Fox Video pall 
Alea release fhe Star Movs Specal Edition in 1597. 

Two very special projects are alee scheduled for 1997, First, the Sonithsanian Instituttan 
in Washington, D.C., will open a major Star Mors exhibit, complete with peop, models, cos 
tumes and other artifacts used in the making of the films. Also scheduled is a major Star 
Hers eollectors’ convention, produced in cooperation with the Walt Disney Ca, and held at 
Walt Disney World in Florida. This promises to be an amazing event for Star Wars fans, with 
a Stor Waers-themed area designed just for the convention as well as special quests, events 
and a collector’ auction,

Dave, in lew of 
formal art training, spent alot af time teaching himself how te 
draw when he was younger. For a time, le struggled over the deci: 
sien te pursue a career in reqular comics work or painting. While at- 
tending the Kubert Schocl for a year, he discovered that he was 
more cantlertable doing single pieces of art rather than continuous 
panel illustration, He was literally putting mor energy inte finish- 
ing a Single panel of art instead of fecusing on a wick: page. [t was 
taking him as moch ag a week to finish an entine page of pacel act. 
The Kubest School was not then offering amy courses in calor ast- 
wack, so he lagt after a year and basically taught himself how to 
paint, He spent hears areal hours every day looking at other artists 
wark, learning the techniques ef palnting, different styles, and how 
different cfferts were acldeved. Over the years, be developed his 
owm style, and eventually, using contacts from the Ewhert School, 
as well at a fair amount of simply pounding Lhe pavement and 
sending cut art samples, started getting professional wark, 

With Hugh, it was az interest in coraics that began as 4 chiid 
that eventually led him to pursuing work in the field—although

far the longest time he thought he'd end op being a commercial 
arthat. In fact, be had wocked asa commercial actisl for 4 few 
years, but didn't like it mach at all. Hogh edmlts that he's a pretty 
lazy person, and if he's moat interested in the work that he's ceing, 
it's a real cher for him. Abowt 19848, a Friend and fellaw meowie 
bulf got him interested in comics again, especially with things 
like the Racketeer, According to Hugh, “I just saw some of the mew 
stuff that the [comics] industry was serving wp and ik sort of re 
newed my interest.” 

Some of Dave's influences while he was working on developing 
hig own atyle were, first and foremost, Frank Frazetka, ag well as 
Boris Vallejo, As he gat mare involved in painting, many of the fa- 
TNeuS Moaic paster artisls, such as Bos Peak and Richard Amsc\, 
provided major influences on his style. He aleo started studying 
the work of earller painters, such as H, C. Wyeth, Dean Commwell, 
J, , byendecker and Norman Rockwell. As Dave puts it, “Every 
peece of artwack Tsee has an influesice om me in one way or an- 
other, Life ifimences me. | let everything flow into me, and then 
out abe the [art]board ... ” 

Drew Strazan, who wareed on, among ather things, fidiana 
James and Star Wars movie posters, wae a major Influence on 
Hugh's style. Hugh's alse a blg fan ef Steve Rude's painting style, 
as welll 23 Bill Sienkiewirz's, Talking about the infasion of stylistic 
infivences, High explains that there are different levels of influ- 
ence. He points owt tha if he looks at something in someone 
else's enyjle that he likes, at least a little bit it “is going to trickle 
through,” even if it's not obvious to the casual observer, We 
wouldn't necessarily see anything af Sienkiewice’s style in Hugh's 
painting, Wat. as he says. “T'd like to think there's a little blt of 
Steve Rude in these, and a fale proportion of Strucan.” 

Struzan’s work on many of the Indiena Jones movie one sheets 
12 very textured ard stylistically bold, Struzan uses Gesso, 4 type 
of modeling paste, as a thick undercoat that produces very motice- 
able lnops, whirls and pallens. Warklag with pencil or brush on 
top of the Geaaa, the patterns and other effects stand aut 
markedly. That sort of style is something that Hugh wery cori 
eclowsly tries te achieve with his use of Gesso. He hadn't really 
used pencils on acrylics witil he started studying Struzan’s act. He 
is conscious af how clege his style is to Struzan’s, and darsn't 
wart to seem to be aping him ov anyone else. “Tm always asking 
my friends and colleagues if this is loa much Uke Struzan ... [or] 
tam much like anybody else.” 












The compositional style an Hugh's 
covers for Indiana Janes: Thunder in the 
Qnient was wery conscously craw fram 
the farsiliar montage-etyle of movie 
poster artwork, He likes the composi- 
tional effects one can achieve with man- 
tage, and also admits that tis easier to 
wos in a montage style: “You can slap 
different things ante a page... [ard 
they) can't have to relate directly to 
each other in terms of lighting and per- 
spective.” Acterding bo Hult, it's fag 
tangher to create a whole scene out of 
nothing. especially with Indiona Janes. 

Tave at times feels a bit handcuffed 
by the constraints of maintaining Lhe 
likenesses of the characters, since he's 
nat 2 caricaturist, and haga hard time 
drawing the actors “night out of [his] 
head.” This, fee's celiant on the quality 
of the phote reference prowided by edl- 
ters and Leensers. Hugh agrees that one 
of the toughest things is maintaining 
the tikeness. “LF you do an facy cover 
and it doesr't look Like Harieon Ferd, 
then yarn kind af dead in the water.” 
Beyond getting the likeness right, there 
ame certain recognizable images from the 
movies that keep reappearing. and Hugh 
tins not ta just take an image that 
everyone's familiar with and paste it 
on a cover With a new background be- 
hind it. He will typically use reference 
on Harrison Ford's head, for instance, 
and combine it with setual madele in 
ander to produce a complete cover fig- 
ure, (neluding likeriess, Dave actually 
spends quite a bit more time in “pre- 
painting” —sometimes two to three 
times a5 long as he'd spend doing a ner 
mal reference pleoto shoot. This time is 
spent gathering references in prepara 
tion for the actual production af the 
painting. Other than that, an Inedinne 
Janes cover takes about the same 
amount of time aa painting a completely 
fictional scene, “T come up with a sketch

characters probably differ visually fram 
Hagh’s more an these comics than with 
soraething like Fndiona Jones, because 
af the differing concepts each of the 
artists draws fram the interior art. 
Even though Dave admits that ele- 
Tents of his and Hugh's styles are sam- 
ilar, they usally come at it from dlf- 
ferent perspectives amd wtilize 
different models. 

Dave amd Hugh ert for the first 
time in 1990 at the San Tiege Combe 
Con. Dave was working on the covers 
for Dark Herge’s [naira Jones and the 
Fate of Atlantis series at the time, and 
Hugh, unpublished in the comics field 
as yet, was showing sampled of his 
work around. Hugh expressed some in- 
terest in working on Indiana Jones, 
and Dave was quite impressed by his 
samples. As Dave says, “lve tried to 
follow [Hugh's] work, asf do with any 
artist that I like. 1 de like his style 
quite a bit, and I think it's very well 
suited for this type of material ... 
[being] slightly mare graphle-orl- 
ented.” There'd been a more qraphic- 
oriented style established in the fetd 
by artists such as Amsel and Stran 
that’s become accepted for this type of 

subject matler. Dave haa made a cen- 
scious deciilon bo continae with this 
style. and so he tries to adapt ta the 
pre-existing griphic-oriented atyle, are 
not qo “totally out in left Geld” with a 
brand-new enyfle, Comics fans, and Star 
Wars fana in particular in this ceqard, 
enjoy seeing a certain amaunt ef similar 
stylistic idemtiiters. 

Hugh talked a bit about the twa 
astiste’ styles: “Dawe works in oils and [ 
work im acrylics, so thece’s a bit of a dil- 
ference, He uses a lot of textural effects 
as well, Therere similarities there, I sup- 
pose.

This event, called 
the “Jedi Con “96—The Force over Eu 
rape,” offered an action-parked program 
with over forty events, including speetal 
quest appearances by Star Ware desider 
columnist, collector and author Steve fan 
sweet: the original and impasing Darth 
Vader, David Prowse; and the palden raleat 
C-3P0, Anthony Daniels, whe willingly 
eSliged excited fang with autegraphs and 
phates and made the event very special. 

Cine of the highlights of the Jedi Con 
‘04 was a spectacular live stunt show, 
which opened the meeting im grand style, 
The convention team teconstracted parts 
of the Death Star and, wing explosions, 
computer: animation and a remote-control 
F2-02 model, acted out a battle seem in 
which twenty Rebels and Imperial troops 
élashed ina spectacular leser fight. Fare 
insatiable appetites were catered te with 
Star Mors slide shows, a special quest 
panel, a fancy dress competition, a 
dealer's roam, an auction, a nypnotick 
show and two arcade garmies.

Ther the “dark times” came, 

Without new movies, interest in the 
saga faded, and with the intercuption of 
the Marvel comics series haged om Stor 
Wars after a dazen isaues a6 well as the in- 
explicable non-publication of mew Shar 
Wore novels in Italian (except for Splinger 
af the Mind's Cye and Han Sole at Stars’ 
Ena, the interest alewst died. 

Tritent om keeping interest in Star Wars 
alive until the release of the new prequels, 
in 1987 a namber of Italian Star Wars fans, 
led by the author af this report, founded 
Alliance, the first Italian Star Wars fan 
Club. Alliance succeeded in broaming one 
ef Europe's leading Ster Ware fan organiza- 
tinns and helped keep the spirit of the 
naga alive ducing the “dark” years, Then, 
thanks to the international success of 
Timothy @ahn's Meir do the Empire, Ung 
began to change in Ttaly. 

In fact, in 1999 Sperling & Kupfer pub. 
lished Helr te the Bapure in aly, while 
Stratetior the leading Italian role-playing 
game publishing house, simultaneously 
published Star Mars: The Rneploying Game 
and the Heir to the Bropire Sourcebook, In 
the comics field, News Market brought out 
the successful Dork Empire series, talsiey 
fans’ hopes that there would be mary 
mare adventures ef Loke Skywalker and 
hia friends in Ikalian, 

We invited Timethy Zahn to be our 
quest of henae at the 1993 AllianceCon 
and Italten, during which the Ttalian poe 
sentation of Beir ta dhe Empire and the 
Star Wars roleplaying game was planned, 
Accompanied by his wile, Anna, Timothy, 
anextremely Kind and friendly person, at- 
tended the convention, giving interviews, 
signing beaks, taking part in panel discus 
sions and talking about his work with Star 
Wars.

film archives conespended with the staging of Geange Loves"

Enter Bercy Pritikin, Renny is the artistic director of Visual Arts 
of San Francisco's brand-new multimillion-dollar Center for the Arts 
al Yerba Buena Gardens. Renry has an expansive vision af art, and 





he wanted to bring more pop culture to the Genter for teu Arts ii 
order te highlight 4 different approach te traditional museum art. 
“Our intention ts to shake up preconceptions about what act is,” 
aaid Pritikin, "We want to break doem the boundary between fine 
art and pop art, and make people look at these distinctions that are 
kind of artificial.” In bis previous work at anather museum, Pritikin 
durated the iret major museum show of Ratfink cartoon artist Big 
Daddy Roth. “Popular culture is tremendously influential,” says 
Renny. “People who don't take this etuif seriously are cheating 
themselves.” 

Renny had wanted to do something with Lucasfilm for a while 
but wasn't gure how to go about it. He spent months thinking about 
the beat way to approach Lucasfilm. When Lucas himself, in keeping 
with lus interest in art and education in the Bay Area, showed up at 
a Center for the Arts fundraising dinner, Pritikin and his statt real- 
ized these would never be a better time ta approach him, Pritikin, 
who had never met Lucas before, made his pitch for an archive show 
in San Francisco at the Center for the Arts. Lucas was thrilled with 
the idea. “The Art of Stor bers” museum show at the Genter for the 
Arte in San Framebioo was born, 

The Japanese archive show had prompted a major mestoratinn 
and maintenance effort at the Lucasfilm archives. Fortunately, ever 
after its extensive tour in Japan, the collection was in qood cardi- 
Hon, so preparing the Center for the Arts show wan't be anywhere 
near the project it was for Japan. The Center for the Arts show wall 
differ from the Japan museum tour in that it will only exhibit Star 
Ware ttems, while the Japan shew included Indiene Jones matesial 
aa well, Even though the American show will be smaller than the 
biggest show in Japan, the Center far the Aris show will occupy 
8,000 square feet of museum space and will include some pieces 
that never made it to Japan, Pritikin expects to use a 
wider amay of production sketches and paintings than 
went to Japan. 

The Stor Wors Insider visited the Lucasfiles archive 
building while items were being prepared for the show. 
We came across a number oF items that are werely deer 
and might mat male it into the show. Darth Vader's 
bum helmet from the funenel pyre sequence in Return 
of the Jedi retains a haunting lank. The menacing inter- 
roqatian droid fram Shar Wars stall has its nage powed 
and ready ta go. The cemment people make cust often 
when seeing movie props and models like these up clase 
is that they don't loak nearly as sturdy and detailed as 
they did on film. While that’s genetally true, it is amae- 
ing to see hoa beautihally crafted many Mar ers 
pieces are when viewed off-camera. Death Star Droid 
looks exquisite up clase ever Uaugls tt cecuples only 2 
couple minutes of screen Hime. Darth Vader's Star De- 
stroyer the fxenutor has incredible detail that can really 
only be appreciated in person. “AL the the that was 
one of the most expensive miniatines ewer built, be 
cause of ail the detail and fiber-aptie Lighting,” gaye Lo- 
cashilm archivist Melson Hall.

Lucas shared hia dream with Methoarrie, a vision in which the 
forces of good and evil collide in a galaxy faz, far away, [iarax 
imagination was Alled with images of mysterious planets, 
unique cities Alled with heroic humans, enatic aliens, wiuimel- 
ral drodls, sophisticated technology and futuristic transperta- 
thon. He tumed to McQuarrie to make his vision a reality, rely: 
& ingen Metluarrie to help create images from the descriptions 
in Lucas’ script. With a small group of other eonceptuallsts, 
they breathed life inta Darth Vader, R2-Dz, C-370 and 
Chewhacca: gave Luke, Han and Leia the weaponry and

tf working so closely with Lucas, McQuarrie says,

He ales werxed on The fm 
pire Striker Back and Return af ther dec, 
comtributhig countless pieces of artwark to 
each project, Ger the couse of the three 
Stor Wars movies, Mcthuarrle’s sketches and 
production palitings served as the frame- 
wark Grom. which Laces and his team of set 
degiqners, makeup artists and special ef- 

cts wimads warked grand ideas inte im- 
ages oi filra. He also contibatec nuemesous 
matte paintings that made such selling as 
Cland Ciey and the Star Destroyer beldge 
aoem so real ta the audience. 

Thest days, MeQuarrie could br relaxing 
comfortably, knowing that he played an 
important part in mowie lishory. He could 
easily retire on the merits of having wore 


luke ind Darth's lightsaber battle. 
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on thee of the mast popular Alms of all 
time. Instead, Motroaiele is continuing ta 
wark hs artistic magic with the people at 
Lucasfilm, Mest recently, McQuarrie created 
artwork for two hooks written by Kevin Am- 
derson. Ome, ue says, is “a pop-up book 
that deals with the cantina on Tatooine, 
and a party night when everyone comes to 
the cantina from the ur rounding ared, 
There i just one pop-up, but it is quite 
spectacular,” he says, “Tt has seund effects 
and Lights.” 

McQuarrie and Anderson have also com- 
pleted the tentatively titled The Mustoted 
Star Ware Uraverse, This book takes fans on 
a tour of the planets in the trilogy, includ- 
ing Ender, Talooine and Hoth.

There is pa dowke that feoarge Lucas em- 
ticyed dapens of talented artists during Lhe 
making of his Star Mars tilogy—people 
like John Barry, Joe Johnston, Alex 
Tavoulars, Harrisan Ellenshaw, Nilo Rodis 
Jamero, Michael Rangrazio anil Ivey Bed- 
does, to mame jost a few, But MeQuarrie’s 
eoitribution is special—he's been present 
fram, the becinning of Lanes’ quest to make 
his dieam a really. 

In 1975, Lucas was forging ahead with 
his plans to make Star Mors, but he needed 
financial backing irom a majer studic. 
Twentioth Centar Fox agreed to meet with 
him to discuss the project. Liocas knew that 
using hie presentation to stadia execu 
fives, he would peed more than just a 
somipt. Ta sell them on the idea, he weld 
alo need bold, deseriptive pictures filled 
will: the aeton and drama of his Ster Wers, 
Vague sketches of chazacters and settirigs 
would mat be enough to convince Fox fo fL- 
nance the film. 

Lucas commissioned MeGuarie, whom 
he'd ect a few years easber, to create sev- 
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eral paintings to complement the Stor Wars 
script. These painthags included [2-02 and 
C-2P0 in the desert, stormtroapers in the 
curtided of the Drath Star, Like and Darth 
Vader battling with lightsabers and the 
Rebels attacking the Death Shar. 

Molhaacrie was initially skeptical about 
fuch a challenging project ewer making it to 
the big acreen. “My frst impression was the 
fame as come of the people whe tumed it 
town a5 a possiblity for a filen—that it waa 
such an ambitious project, that it sould 
cai a huge amigo ef money and that the 
audience for scence fiction probably wass't 
going 7 be big enough for it.” Adds Mc- 
Quarie, “T Liked the idea very much, and [ 
was teally enthused about it, but [ jst 
didn't believe it would become a film.” 

But Pox waa receptive to the idea. “They 
liked what [ did, and they liked what 
George did, and 7 qivess it was just enough 
to put them ower the edge,” MeQuarrie re 
ralls. “[T was sitting there after George said 
we might be able to make this film ... and 
was Chinkdng ‘Gee, what if they really make 
this Glo!’ 1 was quite enthused.” 

Wtimately, when Twentieth Century-Fox 
agreed bo finance the project, McQuarrie 
thought his work on the Gln was Grished. 
He says, “T cidn't know how much of what 1 
did would affect the final film, because 
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Gearge had said we were just doing this 
sbaft to get Fax interested. The stuf] did 
wadrlt mecessarily going to be in Lhe film. 
So, [ wasn't expecting that much as far as 
my cole went,” 

But @§ Lucas mowed his monumental poo 
ject inte produetion, he ried heavily on 
Mictharrie’s paintings. He used them 25 the 
visual means to express his waitten wonds to 
fis Elm cree. MeQuarnie says, “Gearge fie 
nally get te England aed confrented the 
whole crew of designers and craftsosen that 
were going to work om it, [n the coarse of 
talking abaut it, he would get aut my paint- 
ings and say, Well, this is what we've been 
thinking about.’ I think most of my stuff 
was 50 well defined that it was easy for the 
designers ta werk with.” 

McOuarie’s work on the project cicn't 
end once production beqan. either. Lucas 
asked him fa help with some of the matte 
paintings that would be used in the Alm. 
Although he had never done a mathe paint- 
ing before, Methuarrie accepted. Por thin as- 
pect of his job, he worked with ILM, “I did 
some matte paintings of the plamets and the 
Death Star trench, and the various shots of 
mechanical objects. [ worked with Harrison 
Hlenshaw, He tock me over to Disney and 
showed me same mathe paintings. T had 
never actually seen any.”

MeQuarccie has a rare talent—he is able 
to handle a wide range of subject mather. 
He can ely om his precision of line and at- 
tention to detail in designs of esachinery 
and architecture. He alao car use his 
imagination to create vivid images of fan 
Lasy and wander, When called opac, as bt 
wad for Star 
Wirrs. is wor 
derhul, imagina- 
Lign Gan serve 28 
a distinctive 
complament te 
His skill as a 
draftsnmat. 

“hve always 
had sort of a 
dream-werle ap- 
Proach to sitting 
and aketching for 
myself,” says.

Because he can bridge the dichotomy bo-

He seys, “Ll was really into the 
sort of wark [ did for Star Wars bedore [ ac- 
tually started it—the technical-looking ma- 
chineny. | had absoched a lot of background 
at the Boeing Company and the varlous 
ether technical Mlustrathon Jobe | worsed 
in. 1 was always interested in military air 
craft and firearms and artillery.” He adds, 
“When Twas asked ta do Siar Wars, 1 pas 
reght for vt. It wasn't a hard job at alb Ik 
Just seemed it was what I was supposed to 
be doing.” 

Fans can see much of KcQuarrie’s highly 
detaied and expressive woos in three 
books: The Arr of Ste: Mans, The art of The 
Empire Stribes Back and The Art ay Return of 
the Jedi, Judging by the artwork in these 
books, there seems to be ne subject matter 
he ien't able to create of recreate suceess- 
fully. 

MeQuarrie’s ratte paintines ef planet- 
acapes are beaullful, peaceful and eniq- 
matic. In his production paintings of battlos 
between the Rebels and the Empire, ber uses 
umasal perspectives to bring the viewer di- 
rectly inte the action. His sketches of aliens 
are fanciful, yet believable. His werk on the 
Inechanios, elements of the trilogy reveals 
the experience and knowledge he gained 


working for Boeing and MASA, Especially 
Totewarthy in, this respect is kas sallabara- 
tion with Jae Johasten on the Eoplre pro 
bot that glides above the surface of Hoth, 
Perhaps Micthaarrie'’s single: mast impos 
tant contribution to Star Wart was the 
image of Darth Vader.

Me(Quarie had a hand in the Gesign of mary other elernents of the 
trilogy, including Yoda, the Tusken Raider, the desert-scape of 
Tatooine and the swamps of Dagobah, the landscapes of Yavin and 
Hespin, the architecture of Jabba’s palace and the Ewoks' tree city, 
the interiors of the Death Star and Yoda's house, the action sequences 
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of Luke @loding the rancor and Luke being attacked by the Emperor. 

But Lucas dida't always use MeQuarie’s concepts, MeQuamne ac- 
knowledges that sometimes other artists had better ideas than he 
did. He says, “T worked a lot an Bib Fortuna, the Ewoks and Jabba 
the Hutt, and none of my stuif actually caught on, Phil Tippett 
was working on jabba the Hutt... and his design really filled the 
Ul the best. D think it was eight ow.” MeQuarrie continues, 
“Gearge is fair, He likes ta qive everyone a chance. Obviausly, they 
had some better ideas than T had at times, so] thought, Well, 
whatever... if I get anything into the film that's just wonderful.” ~ 

Adds McQuarrie, “[ learned early on in art school that criticism 
was just part af the business of being an artlat, that people were 
always going te question what you did. That's falr enowgh. They're 
paying you, I den't have the confidence ta say "Ralph is always 
right." I really work as a filmmaker'’s helper.” 

[t's been twenty years since McQuarrie first worked as George 
Lucas’ “helper.” He's araleful that Lucas gave him the opportunity 
to be a part of the dter Wars legacy. He seys that he would like te 
clarify a statement that appeared in Dale Pollack’s Skyewatking: The 
life and Filmg ef Gearge Qucas. In the book, McQuarrie sounds dis- 
gruntled about what he was paid for his contribution ta Star Mars, 
He now says, “Tf Thad it f6 de all ever again, given what | kiew 
now, | would do the work For free, It qave me the opportunity to 
do many other projects after that, and Tm happy with the way 
everything turned out.” 

Twa of the projects McQuarrie warked on after Star Meare were 
Clare Encounters ef the Trird ind and Cocden, Far Cocoon, Nothuar- 
rie says he was “hired in about the same capacity that I was for 

tor Worg, to help them visualize the ikems and artifacts that were 
in the film. There was a space ship which was pretty well defined 
in the script.” He adds, “The aliens were described as belng glaw- 
ing. And T thought, Well. you know, you've got to have an alien 
in the shape of a person because he has to somehow put on a rub- 
ber sult or mask that covers his glowing alien nature.’ T kept doing 
sketches that didn't seem to ring a bell. But, they Gnally came up 
with what [ pretty much expected if you put alight within a 
human being.” 

EeQuarrle has also ventured outside of motion pictures. He 
provided hls shills as an Wlustratar for lease Agimay's shart stery 
collections Bobat Dreams and Febot Fotons, He also worked with 
Doug Trumble on the Bock ta the Future Ride at Universal Studios, 
cTeating the story boards and paintings for the film effects. Most 
recently, he worked on the artwork for aae Asimov's The Ulti- 
mate Rabat, 2 computer game an CO-ROM. 

Given fis work an the CO-ROM preqect, as well as the two new 
Lucashlm books, it's obvious that McQuarrie is still in demand as 
an artist. Now, with Lucas’ plans to create a new Star Wars trilogy, 
one wonders if MeQuarre will once again play a cole in bringing 
Listas grand ideas ta movie audiences, Would Metkuarnie consider 
the assignment? 

McQuarrie answers, “] would if George asked, [ don’t know just 
what category [ would be in. | suppode the same as ] was before. IF 
George needs me or wanks me... He's got.an awlul lot of worder- 
Fully good young people there at (LM, [ imagine. | think if would 
be good if new peaple worked on it to give it a differant Feel, Al- 
thowgh, I'd like to be asked.” 

Many lane would leve to see Metuarde bevelved, given his 
enormous contribution to the first trilogy. After all, he could be 
the Jedi Master to the young Rebels in Lucas stable of artistic tal- 
ant. McQuactie is a consummate artist whoa could bring met only 
tremendous expertise, but years of experience and wisdom to the 
tadk af intredueing Star Ware ta a new generation of 
fans, (aa ar 
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repaning a project the soope and size of 

the new Star Mors prequels is a diffieule 

and momentous task, There are literally 

thousands of details that need ta be at- 
tended to, ineluding the coordination af 
hundreds of people. Orgarizing and plare 
ning For the new prequels, even cow, year 
before they are to be released, requires a 
cerLain kind of person: one who can tend to 
the details of the day, and wt the same time 
provide an overall vishon for they comple 
tion years ftom Tow, 

The producer's role in this process is 
crucial ta a film's surcess. Naturally, George 
Luweas would want a hardworking individual 
with wast experience a4 a producer te work 
hand-in-hand with him on the important 
job of preparing the new Stor Wars adven- 
tures, ensuring they are hrowght to life as 
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close as posalble ta hus vision. The choice 
was net a difficult one. Lucas looked te 
the man whe had worked closely with him 
an another project, The foung fadianc 
Jones Cireanicles. That man is Producer 
Rick MeCallum. 

KeCallum, like Lucas, is a man of ari- 
tegeity. He puts his full effort into a project 
and places great value on what that project 
stands for. 

MeCallur has a long history of working 
in television and film. He has prodicesd 
macy shows for the BEC in London includ- 
ing the award-winning seties The Singing 
Oetective, a3 well such films as Oreamecaiid, 
Castaway amd Pender Frent Herren. He has 
also produced over twelve filme in Great 
Britain. OF course, he has been busy for the 
last several pears warking on the TW series 
The Young Indiona Jomes Chronicies and, 
curently, on the Young Indigniea Jones tele- 
vision movies for The Family Channel. Ele ts 
alsa set te produce the mew Indiana Jones 
feature film with Harrison Ford, 

The Star Wars Insider mint with Rick Me- 
Callum recently te discuss his invalwement 
with the prequels and their current status, 
as well as his experiences working on The 
Young Indiana Jones Chronicles, We're 
pleased to intraduce you to the producer of 
the new Stor Wars films. 
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McEallum on location in Wyorsing for Foong Lozly. 


Rick, how did you become involved with Lacasfilm? 

[did a Gilm called Dreamechiid, | was shooting at Elstree Studies 
in England, Jt was a tiny film: there were only about twelve of us 
working on it amd we hada budget of only one million pounds. We 
had to shoot it in three weeks. This was back in 1984. Jim Henson 
had agreed to make the creatures Far ws. It was his first film other 
than working on Yoda for The Erpine Strikes Beet. Que film, Srewm- 
child, was about Alice in Wonderland and the complex celationahlp 
between the author whe wrote the book and the litthe ciel he based 
Alice cn. Tt wasa really fun pleture to do. We had huge sets bet 
they were all made aut of clath and were painted. We had virtually 
To Toney. 

Ome day, Producer Rabert Watts, who has worked on many Lit- 
casfilm projects, rane en the set 1 met him and we started taleing 
and he loved the idea that twelve peaple could actually make a 
movie. Robert was working an the film Metra Yo dz at the time. So 
we met at that time anal basically connected. Robert went back and 
told everybody that we were making a film that Inaked big but only 
had twelve people beltind the scenes! And I think that kind of stuck 
in George's head. 

You have to remember, George comes from a tradition of making 
small, independent films—that's where his heart really is, mot in 
the huge blockbusters that he is so associated with, 

Tn 1999, Gearge got the idea for The Young Jnana Janes Chrani- 
cles, I think Robest Watts, after he finished Roger Rabbit, decided he 
wanted to go off and purse his own projects. So there was an ami- 
able split. He called me and said, “Tm trying Lo get together a group 
af people for Young Jidy.” Rebert then intraduced me to Gearge and 
we got along very well. We had a few more chats and then he asked 
me through Robert iff wanted todo the show. [t really fit in with 
the kind of work I was doing in England up to that hime, We had 
the same philosophy with regards te the film industry. | had no idea 
that George felt the same way, 

It sounds as if it was a successful meeting right from the be- 
glonding. 

Ltheught the series sounded fun amd it was more than fun—it 
was brilliant, Tt was one of the most enjoyable times of my career. 
In fact, eddly enough, 1 hardy saw my family during the four years 
that we were making the show. T would gee them once every couple 
af months but it was long periods between thase times. My witt 
could deal with it, though, beovuse she knew Lt was a special mo- 
ment in everybody's life. 


What kind of work went inte prodweang The 
Young Indiana Jones Chranicles? 

The overall strategy was that we wanted to give 
the series a feature film-quality look. At first we 
didn't knaw tf we could actually do it. After the first 
year, we knew that we could make each episode look 
Like a little mini-foature Glm. We wanted thee ta 
have the same values as a feature film. The reascan we 
did this le becauge the only way you can actually cone 
trol the destiny af yaue life in the film business is to 
be able te reach a paint whee you are swocessful but 
at a level that generates erangh profit that you dent 
need to be subsidized by a studio. It's not for material 
gain, it's solely for the ability te da the work you 
wank to de. 

I understand that a lot of the things you did an 
Young Indy, and even on the fil Radiolond Mur- 
ders, was a testing ground for the new Stor Wars 
files. Is that true? 

dihsolutely. The question for Tourn Tray was, “Can 
FOU make a series asa normal, network TY show on 
location, with hieyqe productian values, and be able to 
shoat three times as long?” One of the problems with most of telewi- 
sion is that Gfty percent of the budget qoes to the three or four 
peaple, mainly the stars, the writer and the creator, They make a 
fortune. Each week they get up ta Gilly percent of the budget. On 
gaany TY shows they'll have eight te ten actors and each one will 
make $50,000 te $75,000 each week ... well, you can see how that 
can skyrocket your budget. The only way the production comparties 
could bring the cost down was to shoot an episode in five days. But 
you cannot consistently maintain the quality trying to produce a 
akew in that amount of time, That's why studios try to build all the 
sets on cate soundstage so they don't have ta ge out anymore. To 
can't do good wark bhal way. We gaid, “Forget about that, let's 
spend ninety percent af our budget on making the movie and the 
other ten percent on everyhedy else.” Feature films shaot about 
three and a half pages of script a day, That's at the level where you 
can really have good performances, light the set well and every- 
thing else. So we ceeded to stretch our shooting to fifteen days for 
the same amount of money everybody else spend to sheot in five 
days, Onee [ got onta that, we were these. 

We were deing a lot of things through inmovative visual effects 
on Youvny tnd ag well, Some of the special effects pau saw in Forrest 
Gump are things we were doling four pears ago on Tourg indy. Mow 
we can ose that diggtal technology on the new Stor Wars films, so 
we have benefited from quar initial work din that area. 

We actually had a couple af major breakthroughs an the show. 
(ine was on the Vienna episode, [ wanted desperately ta shoot in 
the Spanish riding scheol in Vienna and tried for seven months ta 
qet permission and could nat get through. T then found a building 
in Prague that was underground that had some of the same fea- 
tures. Then a young Japanese artist at ILM did 4 siatte painting to 
lank Like what we needed. This young painter had met an ILM spe 
cial effects supervisor in Tokyo and showed him some of his work 
and been bald, “Well, if au ever gel to Sam Francisco, look us up.” 
So this young man get ena boat ard asrived at [LM and was hired 
immediately. He actually produced our First breakthrough painting 
an Young Jed'y. He Uterally made the Spanish riding schoal bu: me. 

Tt sounds like bath you and George are always looking for 
Tew, young talent, 

Many of the people Tused on Young Indy were mew, David Tatter- 
gall, the director of photegqraphy, had never ceally worked on a film, 
and neither had our costume designer, Chasiatte Heldich, But they 
are all very special people and seriously talented. 
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We cared that same tradition onte Radiolamd Murders, which is 
why we could make that Alm far $10 million. And this is what we 
are going ta be deing on the new Star Were prequels so that we can 
produce them for a reasonable budget. 

Young Indy took you all ower the world and inte places that 
are completely remote, Do you recall any of the handahips you 
faced while shooting? 

Well, we actually shot for 152 weeks, we served aver 120.000 
meals and traveled as a group over 165,000 miles—that'’s over six 
times around the world. We shet with over 50.000 extras, had over 
1,500 speaking parts and shol enough 16-milliseter film to go 
fram Hew York to Phoenix. 1 was a huge production: the longest 
location shoot in film history. There were a lot af ineredible peo- 
ple who worked on Faung fncy. Many broke down and couldn't 
make it through the entire production of the series, There were 
anly six of us who made it all the way from the beginning and 
were invelved with every ciigle eplode. 

One of the scariest maments on the show was when we were 
just outside the Somalia border. This was during the first year 
when we were doing the Africa episode. Tt was a turing poink on 
the making of the series, We had had a hard time in the desert in 
Spain, The temperature reached 130 deqrees every day there. 
That's hard for people to work in. [ Lost a lot of people at that 
Lime because they just could not take the heat, so they left the 
production, Then we had te make this huge move from Almeria, 
Spain, back to London and an to Hatrabi in one day. We then had 
to take a small plane just outside Somalia, We then wert down the 
Tana River and I can tell you that no one lives there. We had te 
make a huge camp with tents there and we all lived there for 
about eight weeks, 

On our first day of shooting, [ had our entire cast on a beat 
that capsized an a sandbar at a place called Croc Point, where 
every single major crecadile on the Tana River rests. The exoco- 
diles were actually frightened by se many people falling inte the 
river. The river was Althy and Alled with every kind of tropical 
disease. [t was a miracle that the film didn't just end then. We had 
to rebuild another boat because we couldn't get the one that cap- 
sized out of the water for a week. 

You must have to have a goad insurance policy when you're 
filming all over the world Like that. 

That's the one thing you definitely do! Actually, we've had 
many near-catastrophes, The day of the big earthquake in LA. is 
when we were shooting Fourng Indinna Janes ond the Mailywood 
Follies. We were in Filmore, right next to the epicenter. Gur hotel 
was completely demolished. Had the earthquake happened a half- 
hour later we wauld have really leat a lot of people. We were 
shooting in a lemon Factory which completely colLapaed. We hada 
hundred and fifty extras that day. We would've titera‘ly lost over 
200 people if we had been shooting in that lemon factory when 
the earthquake hit. It was an amazing stroke of luck! 

Of course, after the earthquake, everything closed down: how- 
ever, we kept shooting ever on that day. We finished the episode 
Tight on schedule and incorporated the whole earthquake inte the 
film, 

We have actually been hit by every major disaster you. can 
think of. We got caught in a huge avalanche in Italy when we 
were doing the Horthern Italy episode, We gat hit by Roads in 
Venice, We had the earthquake. We filmed in the warst desert you 
ean possibly live in. We've been in Monsoons in Nairobi and 
Lamia—] mean tarrential rain, alxty te seventy inches of rain. 
When we were in Verice the whele clty was flooded. When we 
were in Turkey our equipment was confiscated. Islamic Fundamen- 
talists put a Great out on our lives for two weeks and we had 60 
bodyguards the whale time we shot there. 
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With all of those problems we actually came in a day under 
sthedule each year of chocting. You know, the art af it is doing it for 
the amount of money we said we could do it far. That was the whale 
agenda—meeting the budget and schedule. Anybody can do it bf you 
spend all the maney is the world. The average film goes ever budget 
by $2 million=$5 million oor. There is no commitment ta the studia 
aned to the job, 

With all the problems you faced on Young Indy and the fact 
that you alot ft all over the world, it's amazing you came in on 
time and on badge [t would appear that you are definitely well 
equipped to tackle a project the size of the new Star Wars films. 

The challenge fer George and 7 is to be able to make these new 
Stor Wars films on time and on budget and with the highest artistic 
commitment that we can make, and make them compete with all 
the ether films Hollywood is producing, 

Because of the respect that Stor Wars generates, I would 
think you would have an enormous amount of people eager to 
work on the new Ster Mars films. 

There are a0 many people it is unbelievable. Tar every jab that 
there are fifty applicants for, Stor Wars has double that amount. All 
of them say that Star Mars actually changed their lives. Bul Toa 
looking for the kind of people that worked on Young Indy with us; 
the kind of peaple who made the commitment on that shaw and 
didan't know ft was geang bo be such am enormous hit. They believed 
in it because they beliewed in thelr work. 

How did you get Harrison Ford to quest-star an an epliode of 
Young indy? 

Bazically, we needed a wraparound. We realized that the old 
indy wraparounds were not working, People were not responding to 
them well. Although they liked Gearge Hall, the actor, they didr't

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like the idea of seeing Indy cldes. So we needed to do a booeend. 
George called Farrisan and he agreed ta do it if we could shan at 
his hame—he was in the middle ef shooting The Fugitive. So ] flew 
from Prague to Jackson, Hole and got a Little crew together and it 
wae a lat of fun. We shot it ina day. Harrison assived ar the set on 
a snawmabile and we just shot it, [t's as simple as that. I prepped it 
for about a week and everybody just drove up to Jackson Hale te 
choot it. Actually, mast of the crew stayed on for Christmas and 
ekied. [t's a beautiful area. 

Why did ABC give Young Indy swch terrible tine slots? 

The trawdle is that this is one of the biggest problems in marking 
with a network and it certainly is one of the most frastrating. All 
the people at ABC were nice and pleasant and decent to us acd we 
started up avery gand relationship with the network—better than 
if yous were a stranger just coming inte the network—because of 
Gearge and the fiedime Jones franchise. But Geerge repeatedly said 
to them, and T heard bisa sey it a million times, that “this is sal 
going to be the feature Gls.” They would nod and nod and allways 
helieved it was going ta be, The trouble bs that, at that particular 
time, there was no ane there willing to be a visionary and willing te 
make a huge commitment. to the real idea of Lhe series. E think 
what they heped was that, “Oh, well let George get us little edo- 
cational thing awt of his mind and we'll show him the matings aren't 
go good and then we'll bend kim and force him into doing more ad- 
Vertuous ones,” But that was never alg to happen. So they had 


How were you approached to produce the new Stor Wire 
movies? 

George and [ started talking about it two or three years ago, We 
would say, “Well, this is the way ator Mars has to be done.” But 
Geonge never asked me if T wanted to doit, it was just an under- 
standing, We did tall about the new films and we would discuss the 
easiest way to do the films, 

What is happening on the new Ster Wers films right now? 

George if doing hls research mow, He only comes in one day a 
week, Most of the time he stays al home working out ideas, follow- 
ing up on things be started twenty years ago and just getting ready 
to start writing the scnpt in January. 

WIL you be shooting the new Stor Wars prequels al Elstree 
Studios in England, where the previous films were shot? 

Well, you mever know, There is a chance that Elstree Stuclias 
might be revived. 1 knew that Fox is looking at it. T wauldn't dis- 
count it, It's likely we wall shoot the new Star bars films in England, 
All the Star Wars and Indigne Jones films were based out of Elstree. 
Ihave also done six films there. So well see if Elstree is 4 viable lo- 
cation te work at when the time comes,

Fether, So Lhe dream is to qet it.on video and have it fer new distri- 
bution systems that are coming in the future. 

After the next three Young Indy filme air on the Family 
Channel, is that tt? 

Yes, it has been completed. There is move that we would like te 
tell but f think it’s finished now, We had sa much fun making those 
shows, theugh. 

Are you going to be involved with another Indiona Janes 
movie that would star Harrison Ford? 

Yes, [ will. We're waiting for the sexipt for the nee Indiana Jones 
film right now.

It's going te be a new experience for you working oo such 
highly visible Gling og the new Ster Wars prequels, 

Yes, Fre never worked en such & successful movie like that. The 
shooting won't bo sa new tame but the aftermath, if it works, will, 
One of the great things [ remember about working in England in the 
‘BOe i that we could make a film fora million dollars and there 
would be a denall avdlence to see it. [t wouldn't make any money, 
but it woulde't lese avy either. Making smaller films Like that was 
very worthohile tome. Bul then, in abowt 1989, Lauddenly got to 
thinking, “T love doing these kinds of fils and they've a Lot of fun, 
hut nobody has actually seen them!” Your friends and your family 
and peers would see them bat they were nat really getting out any 
where, That was actually the tuming point for me in deciding to do 
Young Jnny. 

Gearge has tald ws before that these new Ster Wors prequels 
will deal with a young Ben Kenobi and Anakin Skywalker. Can 
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you add anything more te that? What can fans look forward to 
from these new films? 

T think it’s basically that crucial moment that everybody usually 
has im their life that he is going to deal with in these films. Once 
you've been educated, you basically have a choice to make in what 
you are qaing te do with your life. Anakin makes one cholee, Obi- 
Wan makes another. Once you've made that choice it's very hard to 
turn back. Some people cari, al that very last moment, like we saw 
with Darth Anakin in Relurn of the Jedi. Hut it's basically that 
whole dramatic situation, certainly in the first Glm—the choice 
that you ultimately make between good and evil, right and wreng. 

What George had to struggle with on the first three Star Wars 
films was to create a universe of people and places and their celas 
tionahips and the way the stony was going to qo and how they all 
interrelated. t's somewhat easier now because he kvows all those 
characters and where they came from bot there still is the essence 
of what makes a powerful, dramatic story that has to be dealt with. 

Even though these filma will be different in many ways from 
the previous Ster Wiers films, there still must be a continuity so 
that we feel we're in the same universe, 

Exactly. We're only talking about 
forty years before Star Ware. But there 
are Lote of opporturdtbes fer cagjer 
stuff. Forty years in dhe Star Wors ani: 
verse is 4 huge amount of time, 

Da you recall seeing the original 
Stor Wors yourself? 

Nl never forget driving heme alter 
leaving work carly on a Friday night 
the week it apened and seeing the 
Lines af people at the theater in Los 
Angeles, At that time [ was finishing 
upon the film Black Sunday. 1 recall 
that after we had firet previewed Black 
Sunday, Iwas desperately trying to get 
John Williams, whe had done our 
score, to redo the ending far the film. 
He was in London at that time finish- 
ing the score for Star Mins but be 
found the time te rede the ending fa: 
Black Steriday as well, T knee the word- 
of mouth angund the industry was 
that Star Wire was going to do so badly and that it was supposed to 
be the biggest turkey of all time! [ remember thinking. "Oh, those 
poor people making iter Wars! They are really galng be lose it all on 
this!” Everybody thought it was going te be a ditester. T eouldn't 
belleve lt when 1 drove down Wilshire Bled. and the lines went all 
the way araund the black! George had so little faith he was right 
actoss the street irom the Mann's Chinese Theater and didn't even 
Enaw it was opening there. [ had mever seen Limes like that, Of 
course, whee lsaw the movie, ] was blown aay! 

Rick, in conclusion, what are your hopes for the new Star 
Wars movies, both professionally and personally? 

Well, professionally, [want to be able to achieve the finest that ! 
think T can actually do, T also want to be able to lead and try to get 
as many people to deliver the best that they can possibly da for 
George's vision of mot only Star Wars but what he wants to achieve 
in the future. That's the single biggest goal. As a story, I really want 
to be able te be a part of making a trely, deeply, profoundly good 
mavie that touches people ail aver the world. | would like ta be able 
to have that experience and see what that’s like. One of the things f 
learned most ftom Fowng fmdy is that, at the end of the day, what 
you have Gone is a qualitative experience. It's not how much you 
made. We traveled all around the world and did something that a 
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one has ever done on television, We were not acknowledged pub: 
licly for it bat that had nothing to do with anyone's thoaghts about 
the experience. We all grew up together. We have another stage of 
development te go through mow and that’s on Star Wars. We're now 
totally interdependent on one another. Qn most movies, you don't 
have enough thee and the fila 6 ever in eight to ten weeks. You 
doen't have the same interdependency, psychologically and emotion: 
ally, we'll need to sustain the level that we want to achieve on the 
Ster Wars prequels. Hopefully, we also have the best story in the 
world to tell, tes. The visual effects will be impartant te the new 
files but the story is primary, 

Tecan only imagine that you will be using innovative technol- 
agy to produce those effects, much like you are doing with the 
Tetelease of Star Wars in 1997, 

Yes, that’s true, Fane will see new gequences in the rerelase like 
wher Han meets Jabba the Hutt bet we are alsa trying to qet rid of 
all the matte lines and ather things that George couldn't realize 
years ago because the technology wasn't there, I think what is 
going to be amazing about the rerelease is to see everybody's chill- 
dren watching it for the iret time and ta see few Uttle we have ac- 
tually progressed in terenty years because [ think it will stand out 
a being rewilly remarkable. People will see today how beautifully 
Gone it was then, 

Rick, thank you for sharing some time with us. We look for- 
ward to talking with you further as we keep fans updated on 
the new Ster iers prequels.

Fana who had enjoyed TAX 73285 night= 
Mare vision oF the future in 1971 diad their 
awn expectations ef Star Wan. When Star 
Miers was Geet released in 1977, its most ar- 
dent critics were sci-fi purists 
wha accused the film af being 
short on concepts and charac 
terization and Lang an cow- 
bey-style action. SF writer 
Harlan Ellison caused an ap- 
moar in the pages of Staring 
with his citicisms of the Alm. 
He even got inte heated ex- 
changes with Mark Hamill dur- 
ing Mark's tireless promotion 
of the Alm. 

Ben Hava, then editer of the 
aclence fiction journal Anaisg, 
wrote disparagingly of Sher 
ors ina 2977 letter bo the 
New York Times: “Those of us 
who work in the field of sci- 
ence fiction piofessionally 
look for samething more than 
Saturday abterrinen shoot-em- 
wpe when ee ge toa science 
fictlon Glm. We have been disappointed 
many times, but | had axpected more of 

cas,” Bows prabably lived ta eat those 
woods as Star Mors wenk on bo creale a new 
generation of sclence fiction fans, same of 
wham may have ended up as Ammog mad: 
ers, What it came down to was that Star 
Wars was not all Ghings to all science fietlon 
fans. Becoming almost instantanequsly the 
most popular science fection film of all time, 
it became a lightning-tod for these who felt 
that fran sence fiction was the mature in- 
tellectualizations ef Arthur C. Clarke and 
Robert Heinleln. 

The point the critics missed in 10) was 
that George Laces had already made bits ma- 
ture, intellectual sci-fi epic six years eaves 
in the farm of THE 17.38. TH 1238 was by 
mast accounts a creative success. Although 
it did poorly at the box office, critics ze- 
sponded welll, amd the film received @

Lucas was an adventurous filmmaker. He 
did TRY 1138 and was proud af it. Ne had 
abselately ne desire to da the aame thisig 
ever agai.

He had done his futuristic conceptual sc- 
1 plece and wanted ta give a mew kind of

Hevertheless, 
Lacas was accused of turing his back on 
the sophisticated sci-fi crowd.

age of American film, the each 70s. This pe- 
riod saw the release of many challenging 
filma with unglamorous heroes and nsym- 
pathetic protagonists. Films Like Capgole’s 
The Conversation, Peckinpah’'s Sring He the 
Heed of Alfeds Garcia, and Ashoy's the tost 
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Bletai all fall alongside AY 1748 in this cat- 
egory. Each is a bald and exquisite movie, 
superbly acted and completely devoid of the 
Hollywood formula. 

THE 2138 also intedyced a couple of 
Lucas trademarks: excellent sound woe and 
an uncanny ability Lo stretel: ary budget.

Unsuspecting Star bers fans were shocked to see this epic confrostation hit their 
prime-time TY sereens this fall, Many felt elated and confused, and wanted a new 
Ster Ware film more than ever, Last September and Qetober the Darth Vader Enes- 
glzer Buncry commercial aired during dozens of shows, from Gops to Amering’s Punnl- 
est Home Videos. It waa the flest new Star ies moving image in almeat ten years, 
ared it was the first time a Star Mars character bad been used to ell a non-licensed 
product in the United States. Suspecting Industriel Light & Magic was samehow in- 
volved, the Stor Wars Insider went straight to the famed special effects house te find 
mak what was going on. 

We spoke with Executive Prodweer Kevin, M. Townsend albaut hew the Darth Vader 
Energizer Sunny commercial came into being. The ad agency that represents Ener 
gizer originally contacted Larasfilm with the idea a year ago, but at the time, Luces- 
film didn't go for tl. When Kevin glared working at ILM he pitched the peegect 
again, and this time Lucasfilm agreed. “Tt was an opparctursity fox Licas to re-ingert 
ome of the nals characters from the trilaqy beck bite the public coneciousness,” says 
Towewend, “lus it was a funny idea. George's characters are important te him bat he 
also has a sense of buemer,.” 

Energizer paid Lucasfils: a Ucensing fee to use the character and alse hited [LM to 
produce the commercial These decsions were made independently of each other.

Maybe that explaina the OG prececupation with rep- 
tles—no woolly mammoths in Jurcssic fark, Io we have the tech- 
nology necessary for a mew Stor Mars film? “I can't comment on 
the preliminary werk that has or hasn't been done on the next 
Stor Wars films.” said Kevin, deftly adhering to Lucasfilm’s strict 
nondisclosure palicy. “Tt all depends on what Geerge feels his 
needs are”

IE sa much stuff was produced, why are the prices so 
high—and going higher? In a free-market ccanomy such 2s 
curs, it's a matter of supply and demand. The demand fos 
mint condition Star Wore toys is growing ag new collectors 
enter the field, yet the supply is fixed. What we don't know 
as how fined. IF SO0.000 mint, carded, Peover of the Force 
Yak Face figures were suddeniy discovered in a warehouse 
in Disselderl!, the price would quickly drop below $350 oF 
$500 cf whatever one went for yesterday. Similarly, if 
something is a protatype or model af an item that was Later 
prodioned for that never was made), you can be pretty sure 
that there are at best a handful ef similar pieces and that 
you have a tre varity. 

Now we get to the confusing part—the dark side of 
collecting, As prices soaz, greed and larceny capture same 
souls: Beware the bootleggers!

Nar am DT relercing to famzines or even fan-made action Fig- 
wes of other toys produced in very limited quantities and 
Sold collector-bo-collactor for what they are—an attempt 
to fill in the holes in the old Kenner line. No, [ mean down 
and dirty counterfeiters wha spend a great deal of time

This has happened before. In late 1982. just after te 
wenge of the Jad! was renamed, prices for the advance Re- 
venge one-sheets shot ap owernight, from $15 te abet 
$200. Within weeks, maddy bootleg copies were makang the 
rounds. Another commen bootleg tem is the black-and- 
white poster for the 1985 triple bill, Gnly eighteen poshers 
were make, two for cach of the nine theaters nationwide 
showing the three filma; they are all dene using & ploto- 
graphic process and have thee Lines of type above the Stor 
Har logo. The bootlegs have two lines of type, are printed, 
and you can smudge the black ink. 

Then, about four years ago, a band of East Coast con 
men claimed that they had distovered an old Twentieth 
Centory-Fox poster warehouse filled with thousands of mint 
copies of all the tmlogqy posters—and even some never re- 
leased! Twas dubious. But a few dealers, cager to believe, 
gat swept in and purchased thousands of Hor Wars style a, 
advarice B ard style C one-aheets. A friend of mine was one 
of those dealers and she sent me copies of each. Sure 
enough. careful comparison te my originals proved beyand 
a doubt that they had just Geen printed: while the job was 
gacd, there were enough differences to tell them apart. On 
the fake style A, the ©1977 under the artwork on the left 
side is flush with the lett border instead of being indented 


about one-eighth af an inch. On bootleg atyle B poster, the

While oy dealer friend—a trot Stier Ware loyalist—destroyed 
her copies at qreat loss, other dealers are still selling them at 
prices the originals command. And many of these dealers know— 
er shawld snow—better: haw macy times have you paid $4 whole 
tale for a poster with a guide price of $150? And just when J 
thought most of these bad posters had worked thelr way through 
the system. T heard earlier this year from the folks who put om the 
Star art collectibles show for QVC: They were about te buy 2,000 
rare etyle A and style C posters—and in rolled, mint condition! 
Uh, wait a minute, [ eaid. Cowld you send ime samples? Suse 
enough, they were from the same batch of bootlegs, Buyers be- 
ware! The fact that something is expensive makes it more likely 
that someone may have faked it: after all, who's ging te reprint a 
1983 coloring book that stil sells for a buck? 

Right mow the hottest area for bootleggers is rare action Squres. 
Before you pay $0—or $2.50)—for a missile-firing Boba Pett peo 
totype that 4 s@ller claims is original, do your homework. Does it 
look exactly like the peta that appears in Stier Wars: Frown Concept 
fo Screen to CoMectibte? Under a strong magnifying glass. do the 
copyright lines an the back of the leas appear te have been filed 
Off? Dees the aurlace feel sticky, like paint thinner has been used te 
remove the color? Does the miseile firiig mechanism leak like it 
would fall apart if you shot it twice? How did the gelller get ft and 
can he prove ik? The odds are it’s a beatles. 

Does the material an a red-cape Bib Fortuna lack amazingly simi- 
lax te that of the Emperor's Royal Guard? It's 2 fake. Does the vinyl 
cape on that supposedly rare Jawa seem to be the dane color as the 
vinyl on Ben Eenobi's cape? [t's a fake. A dealer recently sent to me 
far inspection a vinyl-cape Jawa mint on a card: a displeased cus- 
tomer had sent it beck, fearing the $600 pierce wasn't authentic. It 
didn't take long under a halogen ght to see where the bubble had 
bean remowed: the viryl cape had definitely been cut down fram old 
Ben’s—the oat and the color were wrong; and the bubble that was 
put back an was the one for the cloth-cape Jawa, mot the shallower 
one from Me. Viewl Cape, The bootleqger hadn't done his homework. 

Another tricky area is forebgr ftems, Here a dealer trely may net 
knee what something is. but rather than admit it. he'll bluff. Ata 
show last year a Oealer told me he had a large-scale prototype of the 
R2-02 small action figure. Sacre enough, here was a lange plastic 
Re—very much like the Kener RE in the taelve-inch dell series— 
hut with a paper label instead of embossed plastic around the bar- 
rel. He wanted $800 for it. aven thoawgh it was beat wp. Thanks any- 
way). Something rang a bell, but [ cogldn’t quite place it until I gat 
home and looked at my foreign toys. Sure enough, there if was, 
mint in the box. a lange paper-label kh? made by Berens affiliate in 
Mexico, Value? Rare, but probably ma more than $150 te $200 of ac. 

A collector recently sent me what he had been teld was a Kenner 
prototype action igure for BG-038, a briefly seem Jedi droid with 
the body of 808 and the oveld head of a fly. The price he was 
quoted was $1,100. Some of the pieces didn’t fit toqether that welll, 
4nd T had newer heard of swch a prototype, but it was the right size 
and color and clearly had been manufactared, not fan-made. So | 
said that it could be a prototype. Wat long after, when some collec- 
tor Frierds were visiting and the story about BG-J38 came up. a 
Tend whe fad been theoagh my model kits wemt directly to the 
Japanese sécthon and pulled aut...
